Churchill Is 
Put on Defense 


Answers Parliament 
'Criticism of 
Crete Campaign 


LONDON -(/P)- Prime Minister 


Churchill, facing a House of Com- 
mons indignant over the loss of Crete, 
Tuesday declared "this somber and 
fierce battle was well worth fighting" 
and would play an important part in 
the defense of the Nile valley. 


Churchill asked what there was "in 


Ihis principle of giving up, without a 
fight, that which you cannot be sure 
of holding." 


"And suppose we had never defend- 


ed Crete, where would the Germans 
be now?" the prime minister asked. 


"Suppose we had resigned the ter- 


ritory to Ihem without a fight. Might 
they not already be the masters.of 
Syria, Iraq, and preparing themselves 
for an advance into Persia?" he asked. 


The question was whether Britain 


should try to defend Crete or yield 
without a fight. In this, Churchill ac- 
cepted 
full 
responsibility 
of 
the 


Cretian campaign and said the les- 
sons of Crete would be applied against 
other attacks. 


He declined to make a detailed state- 


ment on the war in the eastern Med- 
iterranean, and asserted, with tears in 
his eyes, that prolonged criticism was 
calculated to challenge the security of 
the administration. 


The prime minister attributed the 


defeat at Crete to weakness in the 
air. He said Britain lost 15,000 killed, 
wounded, missing and taken prison- 
ers .exclusive of the Cretes and Greec- 
ians, as against 5,000 Germans drowned 
and 12,000 killed and wounded. 
He 


said Germany lost 180 fighter planes 
and bombers and 150 large troop trans- 
ports. 


"Britain has no territorial claims in 


Syria or anywhere else, and the Brit- 
ish march into Syria was forced by 
tlie German poison through the coun- 
try which threatened the Suez Canal 
and the Nile valley," the prime min- 
ister declared.

Due to the pres- 
sure for military flying equipment, 
South America got only 1.5 per cent 
of U. S. plane-output in 1940, and that 
must be increased. 


The fact is that some lime before

Story of Dr. 
Wrinch, the Protein 
Detective

BALTIMORE —Dr. Dorothy Wrinch 


was n curly-hatred like of four when 
her engineer-father took her to n 
privnte 'school in Rosarlo in the Ar- 
gentine. He announced to the head- 
mistress: 


"This child is to be a mathematic- 
ian." 


Either ho guessed uncannily •right, 


or the tike was unique. Since then 
'she has had n career of brilliant ma- 
thematical success—in Paris, Vienna, 
Oxford and London, where she lec- 
tured to advanced mathematical stu- 
dents from many countries. At Cam- 
bridge, England, she was the first wo- 
man invited to lecture. 


Now she is n curly-haired woman of 


forty with a ready laugh and a 
perfectly feminine attention to such 
details as afternoon tea. What's im- 
portant, she is the fulcrum of an 
exciting battle in science. 


She Has Her Seconds 


Dr. Wrinch believes she has tak- 


en the first steps toward discovering 
the secret of the structure of pro- 
tein molecules. Other great scientists 
agree with her, among them Irving 
Langmuir of the General Electric la- 
boratories and Nils Bohr of Den- 
mark. Others "pooh-pooh." 


If she has, green-eyed 
Dorothy 


Wrinch will be remembered long af- 
ter today's dictators have been re- 
duced to a chapter in history, be- 
cause protein is the most important 
living matter. To understand it fully 
would be to know what life is. Some 
proteins arc the viruses that give 
us such man-killers as infantile para- 
lysis, and perhaps cancer. Again, to 
understand proteins might rnpan the 
defeat of those ills. 


Usually such solutions come from 


chemists and biologists who work with 
the materials in lest tubes. But chem- 
ists, who have worked with proteins, 
never have been sure that they had 
the whole story 
because 
proteins 


change their structure so swiftly. 


The novel point about Dr. Wrinch's 


work is this: She .studied1 the avail- 


knowledge oft proteins, fhett she 


took a pad, n pencil and her own 
Jfifttheniatlcal brilliance and built the 


cts into n 'consistent picture. 


A Mntttcmntlcnl Preview 


Dr. Wrinch's mathematical deduc- 


tions told her that n protein molecule 
consists of two tiny four side pyra- 
mids, set base to base. She says the 
molecule is hollow and the walls are 
a rigid net of rings of atoms, 


It was the relation of the atom that 


led her to the discovery that a pro- 
tein molecule can take only one shape. 
Back of that deduction lies mathe- 
matics too complex to indulge in 
here. 


There is physical corroboratlon for 


Dr. Wrinch's theory. It lies in X-ray 
pictures other scientists have made 
of protein material. The pictures are 
muddled, but with Dr. Langmuir, Qr. 
Wrinch has shown the relation be- 
tween the pictures and her predict- 
ions. 


The driving force behind her stud- 


ies has been H strong conviction that 
put terns in nature are exlxrcincly im- 
portant, and that mathematics are 
necessary to studying patterns. 


Her curiosity led her far afield in 


studies. She finished in mathematics 
at Cambridge and Oxford. Then she 
explored cytology, organic, physical 
and 
colloidal chemistry, physiology 


and biochemistry. Friends chuckled. 
She countered with: "I don't know 
why I'm studying all this. But I 
have to." Now she is fitting together 
what she learned in those separate 
sciences. 


Daughter Can Figure, Too 


She has worked in Baltimore in- 


termittently since 1930. Since 1939 
she has been at Johns Hopkins. She 
lives two miles from her laboratory 
with her daughter, Pamela, 14, who 
is so important to her doctor-mother 
that her pictures arc filed in the of- 
fice "with all the other protein ma- 
terial," as her mother puts it. (That
